Tanning Materials in United States |. 
The figures of the United States for- 
estry service show. that tiere are 
some 22,000,000 worth of vegetable 
tanning material used every year in 
the Jnited States.. The chief source 
of tanning is hemlock bark, but the 
quantity used is steadily decreasing, 
owing to the depleting of the forests. 
The amount of bark utilized in the 
United States in 1906 was 930,000 
tons; in 1907, 816,000 tons; in 1908 
$10,000 tons; and in 1909, 698,000 tons, 

There are in all, six sources of tan- 
ning: gall nuts, frujts of certain plants 
and leaves of some trees and shrubs, 
wood of such trees ag chestnut and 
quebrecho, bark of many trees and 
shrubs, roots of certain plants. The 
decrease in the amount derived from 
these usual sources of vegetable tan- 
ning is being met by introducing new 
materials and chemical substitutes. 
There appears to be a limit, however, 
to. which substitutes can be success- 
fully carried, and the question of a fu- 
ture supply of vegetable tanning is 
becoming a matter for serious consid.
